The invention claimed in claims 1-9^ 11-15 and 18 covers a vast plurality 
of compounds- However, only some of these compounds are supported by the 
description within the meaning of PCX Article 6 and disclosed therein within 
the meaning of PCT Article 5. 

Further, the language ^^prodrug" recited in claims 1-18 renders the 
scope of the invention of this application unclear because even if the 
contents of the description are studied, what particular compounds are 
covered or not covered thereby cannot be stated as being clear. 

Therefore, this international search report has been established by 
searching prior art references on the basis of compounds concretely 
described in the description, namely, compounds having 1^ 4-benzoxazone 
rings having substituents at 2- and 4-positions.
